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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of the species shown 
in fig* 1 in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. Claims 1-5,7 and 8 
have been stated to read on the elected species and will be 
examined as follows. Claims 6 and 9-19 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being drawn to non-elected subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Watanabe. 
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Watanabe shows in fig. 5 an image scanner including a lens 
array (62) with axes parallel to the scanned surface (14), a 
mirror (60 — note column 6 which teaches alternative use of a 
prism), and a sensor array (64). 

4. Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being anticipated by JP 2001024847 made of record. 

JP A 847 shows an image scanner including a lens array (28) 
with axes parallel to the scanned surface (32), a mirror (30), and 
a sensor array(21) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Watanabe. 

Although not taught by Watanabe, video displays are very 
common. Use of light emitted from such a display would have 
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been obvious to the ordinarily skilled artisan at the time of 
invention in conjunction with Watanabe's scanner in order to 
enable the capture of images from such a source, 

7. Claims 4,7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over JP '847. 

Regarding claim 4, although not shown by the reference, 
prisms are well known as reflecting elements. Use of a prism 
would have been obvious as an art-recognized equivalent 
alternative to reflecting element 30. 

Regarding claims 7 and 8, although not taught by the 
reference, video displays are very common. Use of light emitted 
from such a display would have been obvious to the ordinarily 
skilled artisan at the time of invention in conjunction with the 
disclosed scanner of JP '847 in order to enable the capture of 
images from such a source. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Marino et al 
show an arrangement for a scanning device including lens and 
sensor arrays.
